REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' arguments submitted with their Amendment filed on May 30, 2008 are 
persuasive. The Applicants have persuasively argued that their feed gas consists 
essentially of an acid gas. The Applicants' "consisting essentially of language 
unobviously and materially excludes the water taught to be in the gas of U. S. Pat. 
5,21 1 ,923 to Harkness et al. (please see col. 5 Ins. 1 9-20 in U. S. Pat. 5,21 1 ,923). The 
Applicants have also persuasively argued that in U. S. Pat. 5,21 1,923 the gas stream 
produced by the amine purification of the "sour gas" is an "acid gas", and this acid gas is 
directly conducted to the plasma reactor without any intervening steps of apparatus to 
refine the hydrogen sulfide content of the acid gas prior to dissociation. In contrast, the

Applicants' independent claims require a first step (or apparatus) for first separating the 
feed gas to obtain to obtain a first purified hydrogen sulfide fraction from the feed gas 
and it is this first purified hydrogen sulfide fraction that is dissociated.
